aspirant for this position after the election 
of Garfieid, and the claim has always been 
made in the stalwart wing of the party that 
early iu the canvass it was promisee! to tlie 
wealthy banker in return for his liberal 
contributions to the campaign funds. How- 
ever, it was not given to him, and a com- 
promise was linaliy made by sending him as 
Minister to France. It Is said that Morton 
has always cherished the kle.t that 1m would 
yet succeed iu the one ambition of his 
life, and immediately upon the announce- 
ment of Judge Folger's death he cabled 
the President, asking that justice be done 
to him even at this late day.

said positively that Mr. Morten will be ap- 
pointed, but it is known that a member of 
tlie Cabinet received a letter from the Presi- 
dent yesterday which indicated that tho 
mutter was undci consideration, and tbat a 
successor would probably be announced this 
week.
